MEXICANS’ HONOR. 


EL PASO (rez.) March 18.—Gen. 
Gavira issued a formal statement to- 
day to the Associated Press at his 
headquarters at Juarez, in which he 
interpreted the fact that no resist- 
ance had been offered to the Ameri- 
can forces crossing the border as 
proof of the faith of the Mexican peo- 
ple jn Carranza. The statement was 
as follows: 

“The Constitutionalist army, formed 
by men of liberal thought and by 
armed citizens to fight oppression, 
has shown its force to the world 
by breaking the reactionary efforts of 
Diaz, Huerta and Wa. 

“The American guvernment, almost 
always poorly informed, did not un- 
derstand either our aspirations for 
liberty or our internal conditions. 
To decide in our favor by recommend- 
ing us as the de facto government, 
it was necessary for the Secretary of 
State and the representatives of 
A B. C. to publish, as unanswerable 
proof of our cohesion and discipline 
a series of answers that, from distant 
points and without previous agree- 
ment, were sent them by numerous 
liberal chiefs.

An examination of the body of 
English showed that a bullet had 
gone through the heart and that 
four other bullets had taken effect. 
The furniture in the room in which 
the body was found was in great dis- 
order, indicating that a struggle had 
taken place. 

After the shooting Mrs. English 
took her four children to the home 
of a neighbor, to whom she related 
the story of the tragedy. : 

Mrs. English was exonerated from 
blame for the killing of her husband 
by a coroner's jury here tonight after 
she and three of her children had 
testified as to English's alleged bru-

The young woman testified that 
while their two sons were cutting 
wood this morning she requested her 
husband to permit the elder boy to 
quit on account of iliness. She said 
this angered her husband, who began 
to smash dishes and furniture in his 
rage.

EXICAN ADVICES 
ARE REASSURING. 


WASHINGTON, March 18.—Reas- 
suring advices came to both the State 
and War Departments today from 
Mexico, where an American army is 
following the wan of Villa and his 
bandit followers. The officia] reports 
indicated that the American troops 
thus far have encountered no Villa 
bandits, though it was indicated a 
brush with them might be expected 
soon, and consular dispatches told 
of quiet conditions elsewhere through- 
out Mexico. 


The State Department's advices, 
which included a dispatch mying con- 
ditions were improving about Tam- 
pico, were laid before President W- 
son personally tonight by acting Sec- 
retary Polk. Mr. Polk also conferred 
late in the day with Eliseo Arredondo, 
Gen. Carranza’s Ambassador-desig- 
nate, but neither official would discuss 
the subject of their talk, except to 
say that reference had been made to 
shipment of munitions which the de 
fagto government is anxious to get to 
Vera Cruz from New York. 

Gen. Fugston’s request that Ameri- 
can forces be permitted to use Mexi- 
can railways for troop transportation 
was forwarded late today to Consular 
Agent Rogers for presentation to Gen. 
Carranza at Queretaro, Officials here 
closely associated with the de facto 
government are understood to belleve 
that Carranza will be strongly advised 
by many of his followers against 
granting the request on the ground 
that to do so might arouse public 
sentiment against the de facto govern- 
ment, seriously affecting the control it 
has established over the native popu- 
lation. 

The report of better conditions at 
Tampico and in the adjacent oi) fields, 
where the situation for several days 
past has been a cause of some con- 
cern, brought the information that 
previous apprehension had 
caused by the failure of the military 
authorities to receive from the de 
facto government an understanding of 
why American troops had crossed the 
border.

WASHINGTON, March 18.—With 
virtually unanimous declarations for 
national preparedness, the House 
army increase bill reached the 
amendment stage today after ten 
hours of one-sided general debate. 
The House will begin discussion of de- 
tails in earnest Monday, but there 
are indications that opposition to the 
measure as a change in national pol- 
icy hag collapsed. No opponent ap-

Chairman Hay of the House Mm 
tary Committee described the House 
bill during debate today as “the 
President's own bill.” Republican 
Leader Mann questioned the accuracy

it over the existing law.“ 
WILSON NONCOMMITTAL. 


Tonight President Wilson let it be 
known that while he approves the 
general features of the Hay bill, he 
has not committed himself to its de- 
tails. Administration officials are 
looking to the conference committee 
which will adjust the House and Sen- 
ate bills after passage, to produce a 
measure which will have the Presi- 
dent's full approval. 

Speaker Clark closed the general 
debate in the House, expressing ap- 
proval of the Hay bill and declared 
it was satisfactory to the average 
American and as good as could be 
expected under the circumstances. 
The nation as a whole, he said, 
wished to hold a middle course. 

“They want peace,” he said, “but 
not peace at any price. They want 
peace with honor. They believe 
thoroughiy that there are things 
worth fighting for. They are not 
willing to bankrupt the country on 
military and naval preparations. They 
are, however, willing to spend all 
that ig necessary for the public de- 
tense.“ 

Representative Mann characterized 
the bill as inadequate to the nation's 
need, saying itt would provide for 
preparedness for peace, not for war. 

MANN’S CONTENTION. 

“IT believe,” he continued, “that n 
is the duty of the United States to 
prepare now an army which will add 
weight to diplomatic suggestions we 
make. The time hag come when u 
is wise for us to consider the future 
and prepare now for what may come 
to us. If we do not, we may regret 
u to the end of our livéa, 

“We are having a little trouble on 
the border of Mexico and are sending 
a few soldiers into that country. The 
time for this came after we had had 
troops on the border for four years 
in contemplation of that very thing. 
Yet when this trouble occurred these 
troops were not actually sent across 
the border until the House had passed 
a resolution ordering an increase of 
20,000 men to the places of the few 
soldiers who might cross. 

“Never was there a more pat ius 
tration than that of the fact that 
the present army and the proposed in- 
crease in it while sufficient in times 


in time of war, or when any occasion 
arises for even a miniature war, and 
today we have the greatest war of 
the ages going on.” 

KAHN SPEAKS FOR NAVY. 

Representative Kahn, ranking Re- 
publican member of the committee, 
in closing the debate for the minority 
side, said that after all the first 
line of defense was the navy and that 
it was more essential to put the navy 
on a footing where it could maintain 
control of the sea against any enemy 
than it was to bulld up an army. 
While the navy controlled the sea, he 
added. no invader could reach Amerit- 
can shores. 

Consideration of amendments be- 
gan immediately on the close of de- 
bate. The only change made today 
was to raise the rank of the chief of 
eoast artillery from a brigadier to 
major-general. An amendment by 
Representative Gardner, Republican, 
of Massachusetts, to increase the com- 
mittee’s figures for additional men in 
the coast artillery corps from 17,000 
to 22,000 was voted down, without di- 
vision, but after considerable argu- 
ment. 

When the House adjourned Repre- 
sentative Kahn had pending an 
amendment proposing a total author- 
ized peace strength of 220,000 for the 
regular army instead of the commit- 
tee’s figure of 140,000. It will be 
taken up Monday, and a test vote 
may come over its disposition. 

CLARK TAKES THE FLOOR. 

Speaker Clark declared the bill was 
as good as could be expected under 
the circumstances and predicted it 
would have the general support of 
the country. 

Summing up what he belleved to 
be the view of the American people 
on the present situation, he said: 

“They are unalterably opposed, al- 
ways have been and forever will be, 
until the republic is on its last lege 
to a large standing army, because, 
while we have never had a big stand- 
ing army, they know full well that in 
other countries huge standing armies 
have been the instruments of despo- 
tism. 

“They have no desire or ambition 
to have our country pose as a great 
military power, and they have no in- 
tention of seeing it as helpless as 
China. 

The average American is in favor 
of reasonable and adequate prepara- 
tion by land and. sea.” 

ABANDON PARTISANSHIP. 

Speaker Clark pleaded for aban- 
donment of partisanship in con- 
sideration of the army increases 
and commended the Military 
Committee for standing unani- 
mously behind the bill, Democratic 
and Republican committeemen, he 
said, had “worked together in a 
brotherly and patriotic spirit.”

The Senate bill would add the fol- 
lowing organizations to the existing 
force, besides reorganizing the army: 
Infantry, thirty-four one-half reg- 
iments; cavalry, ten regiments; field 
artillery, fifteen regiments; engineers, 
five regiments; coast artillery, ninety- 
three companies; mounted engineers, 
two battalions; seven aero squadrons. 


The House bill proposes to add: 
Infantry, ten regiments; field artil- 
lery, six regiments; coast artillery, 
fifty-two companies; engineers, fif- 
teen companies; four aero squadrons. 
Another difference between the bills 
is in the minimum strength fixed for 
the National Guard under the pro- 
posed Federalization provisions. The 
Senate bill provides for 280,000, while 
the House bill calls for 426,000 in five 
years. 

The report on the Senate bill lays 
stress on its proposal for a third foree 
to take in men who for any reason 
would not be found in the ranks of 
the regulars or the National Guard. 
This is described as a purely Federai 
volunteer force and in effect it is 
comparable to a continental army. A 
total strength of 261,000 in this force 
is provided for. 

The House bill aims at the same 
force through authorization of the 
training-camp movement which has 
been in progress for two years.

URGENT PLEA IS MADE BY W. c. 
ANDERSON OF LONDON, 
Chairman of Recent Labor Party 
Conference Says that Uniess this 
is Done a Large Measure of Chaos 


and Confusion and Much Discon- 
tent will Result.

(A. F. FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE. 

LONDON, Feb. 15.—An urgent plea 
for the immediate laying of plans for 
the prevention of unemployment in 
England when peace is established is 
made by W. C. Anderson, M.P., chair- 
man of the recent Labor party con- 
ference, in a published interview. Mr. 
Anderson deciares that unless this is 
done there will in large measure be 
chaos and confusion, deepened social 
poverty, and much discontent. Among 
other things he suggests the creation 
of a ministr yof labor, which would 
Prepare plans and have them in 
readiness for any emergency that 
might arise. 

“In all likelihood, peace will find us 
plunged in an economic crisis aggra- 
vated by various causes,” says Mr. 
Anderson. “The siackening of govern- 
ment orders in various directions, the 
demobilization of the troops, will mean 
a serious dislocation of industry, and 
there will be a K of capital, with 
high rates of interest. Food prices 
will remain high, though not so high 
as at present, and when the act deal- 
ing with rents expires there will be 
increases in house rent. 

“The rapid or gradual discharge 
from the army of some millions of 
men will create special problems, es- 
pecially in view of the large numbers 
of emergency workers who are doing 
the work now. It is not very easy to 
say what should be done to meet the 
situation that will immediately arise. 
Old things will, as it were, have passed 
away, and all things will have be- 
come new. But it is, at’ any rate, es- 
sential that we should be thinking 
about thé future, for if no prepara- 
tions are made we shall be over- 
whelmed and crushed by the magni- 
tude of our task. 

“There will, of course, be plenty 
of work waiting to be done, and the 
difficulty will be to stimulate effective 
demand, Taxes will be high, the cost 
of living will be Righ, the cost of ma- 
terials will be high, and all that will 
act as a handicap upon production. I 
understand that the government, in 
so far as they have consider the 
question of getting the soldiers ck 
into civil employment, will rely to a 
large extent upon the machinery of. 
the labor exchanges. Now the labor 
exchanges can and ought to do useful 
work, but they are not concerned with 
the maintenance of wage standards 
er any other standard in respect of 
labor conditions. The government is 
absorbed with the task immediately 
before the nation, but it would not be 
a dificult matter to create a ministry 
of labor which, among other things. 
w@uld prepare schemes and have them 
In readiness for any emergency that 
may arise.” 

Mr. Anderson asserts that the 4is- 
banding of the soldiers should be 
gradual, that te fling suddenly some 
millions of men on the labor market, 
especially in view of all the emergency 
workers at present employed, would 
present a problem of the gravest Mag- 
nitude. He says he believes each sol- 
der will receive from the government 
four weeks furlough with full pay. 
Fach soldier will aleo receive a 
gratuity, probably of £6 or £7, and 
during the first year of his return to 
civil employment there probably will 
be some scheme of unemployment in- 
surance. 

“But the real point at which we 
must aim all the time,” he continues, 
“ie the prevention of unemployment. 
We ought to have at thie moment 
committees of experts at work getting 
ready the necessary machinery. Un- 
lees this is done there will in large 


measure be chaos and confusion, 
deepened social poverty, and much 
discontent. 


“There is plenty of work waiting to 
be done if we have the energy, intel. 
ligence and foresight to get the 
schemes ready. The country fs capa- 
ble of growing a very large propor- 
tion of its own timber, if not the whole

you learn the art on the parade 
ground a cane stuck in the ground 
stands for the holder of the King’s 
commission and the squad is marched 
15 and down practicing the salute. 


recruit swings his arm in a circular 
motion to the head, palm outward, 
turns hig head to the cane (“looks 
the officer straight in the eye,” as the 
instructor puts it.) That is all; but 
in practice there are problems. You 
salute every officer and the word in- 
cludes naval officers and certain naval 
warrant officers. There are some men 
who don't know a naval officer from 
an anti-aircraft gunner, but there is 
some excuse for a man who falls to 
spot chief gunners, chief boatswaina, 
chief carpenters and chief school- 
masters in the navy, who rank as sec- 
ond lieutenants in the army.

up for occasional agitation in the 
press, but seems to excite no popular 
response. The few advocates of 
Cuban “preparedness” base their ar- 
gument on the possibility of the 
United States being drawn into the 
European conflict, in which event they 
fear that the rwealth of Cuba might 
excite the cupidity of some of the 
combatants, who might seize upon her 
attitude of dependency on the United 
States as an excuse to violate her neu- 
trality. 

That Cuba could raise an army of 
several hundred thousand men is obvi- 
ous, but there are very few, 
Cubans who

DOUBLE CONTROL SYSTEM. 

The planes have a spread of fifty- 
two feet with a gap of eight feet. The 
engine has 125 horse power with a 
six-cylinder Hall-Scott motor, built 
especially for aeroplanes. Every con- 
trol wire is duplicated and either oc- 
cupent of the machine can operate it 
under the dual control system. It is 
the only aeroplane bullt which can 
be repaired and placed in service in 
one hour in the event that the motor 
should go wrong and have to be re- 
placed.

Traffic of Thoroughfare to 
Bunker Hill. 


Temple Street to be Improved from Vermont Westward 
as Part of Scenic Air Line Highway to Santa Monica. 


Swell the Stream Dammed by 


SURPASSING city-to-sea boule- 

vard, glowingly pictured by its 

projectors as d “second Monte- 
cito drive,” and destined to bring the 
whole of the beautiful and rapidly ad- 
vancing Beverly Hills, Brentwood 
and Santa Monica Canyon districts in- 
to more direct communication with 
Los Angeles, has been made a prob- 
ability of the immediate future as the 
result of a movement quietly and suc- 
ceasfully carried out during the past 
few weeks. The first public announce- 
ment of the project was made yester- 
day by Gilbert Wright, president of 
the Wright-Callender-Andrews Com- 
pany, and one of the prime movers in 
the enterprise. 

The plan is an elaboration on en- 
tirely new and independent lines of the 
West First-street boulevard project 
launched two years ago and which has 
since by mutual understanding among 
the property owners between Bunker 
Hin and the west city limits been di- 
vided into segments to be handled by 
different districts. The new plan is 
concerned with the improvement of 
that particular portion of the greater 
boulevard undertaking lying west of

The projectors are willing 
that the connecting boulevard from 
Vermont in to Figueroa should be 
named by those who byild it, but ex- 
press the hope that one name can be 
made to serve for the entire route. 
The name, Beverly boulevard, they 
point out by way of suggestion, is not 
only easier to say, but is more expres- 
sive of the scope of ite fulness. 

The sooner a bridge bullt across 
the Bimini ravine to link their high- 
way with West First street at Com- 
monwealth avenue, as contemplated in 
the original West First-street boule- 
vard plan, the better they will like it. 
It is their hope that the West First- 
street frontage owners will rush the 
proceedings already instituted for the 
grading, widening and paving of their 
thoroughfare on to Figueroa street 
and that the projected open cut 
through Bunker Hill will go ahead, 
giving them a direct outlet into the 
business Wistrict, instead of forcing 
them to turn abruptly southward on 
Figueroa and 8g around the hill. 
Their plans will be carried out, how- 
ever, independently of both these 
projects. 

“We hope we have started something 
that will hasten the solution of the 
present traffic problems of the whole 
vast area between Sixth street and 
Sunset boulevard from Figueroa west-

Then, in 1914, came a call for more 
money—this time to complete the 
plant and acquire or construct a dis- 
tributing system. The people voted 
an issue of $6,500,000 bonds, and now 
this, from all appearances, will not be 
enough to complete the first unit of 
the project—power plant No. 1, in San 
Francisquito Canyon—and acquire or 
construct a distributing system that 
would cover only a portion of the city. 
The original estimate of Mr. Scat- 
tergood for two power plants in the 
San Francisquito Canyon, was $4,494,- 
000. The original bond issue for the 
power project was $3,500,000. When 
the $6,500,000 bond issue was voted it 
was stated that $1,250,000 of this 
amount would be required to com- 
plete power plant No. 1. Mr. Scatter- 
good’s origina] estimates were shown 
to be entirely inadequate. 
On September 7, 1911, Mr. Scatter- 
good laid before the Public Service 
Commission an estimate of the costs of 
“such additions as would be neces- 
sary to take care of the probable to- 
tal business of the year 1913, making 
a total estimated cost for such com- 
plete distributing system for all 
street lights and all of the commercial 
light and power business within the 
city limits for the year 1913, of 
$5,600,000.” 
Tt now develops that before the 
State Railroad Commission, in the 
Edison condemnation case, Chief En- 
gineer Richard Sachse for the com- 
mission filed an estimate that it would 
cost the city $4.800,000 to duplicate 
only that portion of the Edison com- 
panys distribut system that is 
within the city. Ss system covers 
somewhat more than one-half of the 
city’s area. The other areas are cov- 
ered by the systems of the Pacific 
Light and Power Company and the 
Los Angeles Gas and Electric Cor- 
poration. 
The recent estimate of Engineer 
Secattergood, laid before the Public 
Service Commission, for distributing 
systems to cover only East Los An- 
geles, Highland Park and Garvanza 
and the Hollywood districts, was 
$750,000. With Mr. Scattergood’s ten- 
dency to revise his estimates, it is 
reasonable to look upon this figure

Deducting the estimated cost of 
completing power plant No. 1, the city 
should have $5,250,000 of the 1914 
power bond issue for the acquirement 
or construction of a distributing sys- 
tem. But it is possible, in the light of 
past experience, that the cost of the 
power plant construction may consid- 
erably exceed the last estimates. 

But even on the above basis it 
would appear that at least $3,000,000 
more bonds must be authorized by 
the voters of this city and sold before 
the municipal distributing system for 
the entire city can be secured. 

The situatlon seems to indicate that 
this $3,000,000 will be required in or- 
der to complete a municipal distrib- 
uting system, and that $5,000,000 will 
be required to build power plant No. 
2 in San Francisquito Canyon. How 
can it be raised? Only through mu- 
nicipal bonds.

Three years Mrs. Maxwell started 
her industry with three silver, two 
rins- neck and two golden pheasants 


and last year she stopped raising them 
because her three pens contained 150 
birds and she intended to leave the 
city. Today Mrs. Maxwell has twenty- 
mine pheasants. She has killed them 
off, sold them for table use, given 
them away and also disposed of them 
for aviary purposes. 

‘I didn’t know what to do with my 
yard,” said Mre. Maxwell, “so I 
started raising the birds just to take 
up my spare time and to use them 
for my own table. When people dis- 
covered that I had pheasants I re- 
ceived telephone calls, letters and vis- 
its from hundreds of persons. They 
wanted me to sell my birds and be- 
cause I had so many I did sell a few. 
I received an order from one of the 
big clubs of the city last week for six- 


ner. 

“Golden pheasants are worth $465 a 
pair if they are perfectly marked and 
they are harder to raise than any 
other kind. The sliver ones do not 
sell so high, being worth on an aver- 


age but $10. The weng neck pheasants, 
which are used mostly for banquets, 
are worth 83 each.” 
Pheasants dress on 
three pounds. The 
richer than chicken and the eggs 
command a market price of $2.40 a 
dosen. The eggs are about as large 
as a pullet egg. Those ot the golden 
pheasants are green with spots of 
white. The silver pheasant lays a 
brown egg. One hundred pounds of 
specially-prepared pheasant food will 
feed fifty birds for three weeks if 
greens of some 4 are also used.

California, and since 1905 had lived in 
Hollywood.

te TWO WARS WITH MEXICO. 
Our first war with Mexico, which oc- 
curred seventy years ago, was deliberately: 
planned and precipitated by President Polk. 
Reeve's American Diplomacy says: 
“The Mexican War was waged for the 
purpose of conquest, for the fulfillment of 
Polk's design upon California.” 


Schonler, in the History of the United 
States, says: 

“Without a word of warning, how- 
ever secret, to Congress, which was in 
full session, with no conference on this 
subject further than to hint repeatedly, 
as the Oregon difficulty gave him dou- 
ble excuse for doing without exposing 
his game, that it was prudent in times 
of peace to prepare for war, he ordered 

Gen. Taylor to advance and take a po- 

sition on the left bank of the Rio 

Grande [thus invading their disputed 

territory;] he also assembled a stro 

fleet in the Guif of Mexico. 

Daniel Webster, in his arraignment of 
President Polk, said: “No one declared 
war. Mr. Polk made it.” 

The result of that war was the acquisition 
of California, to the advantage of the people 
living in California, and the advantage of 
the United States, and the advantage of 
civilization generally. 

Our second war with Mexico occurred 
two years ago. 

The immediate incident which caused that 
war was that on April 9, a boat loaded with 
American sailors in the uniform of the 
American navy landed at the wharf in 
Tampico, Mexico. 

They were arrested by a Mexican officer 
in charge of a guard, but were subsequently 
released from. arrest and returned to the 
boat. The Huerta government disavowed 
the transaction, and the officer making the 
arrest was himself arrested and locked up 
by the Mexican government. The Mexican 
commandant at Tampico apologized for 
the arrest, and acting President Huerta al. 
so apologized. 

Admiral Mayo—our naval commander at 
Tampico—not being satisfied that sufficient 
amends had been made for the affront com- 
mitted, demanded that the Mexican mill- 
tary commander at the Port of Tampico 
should fire a salute of twenty-one guns with 
special ceremony. 

The government of Mexico de facto con- 
sented to fire a‘salute but considered that 
five guns would be sufficient, and declined 
to go through certain accompanying cere- 
monies such as Admiral Mayo demanded. 

Thereupon President Wilson made war 
upon Mexico. He ordered the armed forces 
of the United States to capture and hold 
the port of Vera Cruz and plant our flag 
upon Mexican soll. Thereupon Mexico fired 
more than twenty-one guns, but she fired 
them at our soldiers, twenty of whom were 
slain in the battle. 

As a result of this our second war with 
Mexico we captured and held Vera Cruz for 
a while and killed quite a lot of Mexicans, 
and somebody collected a lot of customs 
dues, and, as a result of Huerta's refusal to 
fire sixteen guns, added to President WII 
son’s personal disapproval of him, he lost 
his job as President de facto. 

President Wilson in a message delivered 
in person to a joint session of both Houses 
of Congress sought approval of his action, 
saying, however: 

“No doubt I could do what is necessary 
in the circumstances to enforce respect for 
our government without recourse to Con- 
gress and yet not exceed my constitutional 
powers as President. 

The President's address was concluded 
at 3:12 p.m. on April 20, when he retired 
from the hal! of the House. 


That prompt action was desired by the 


President upon his message to Congress 
was made known to the House immediately 
by Mr. Underwood of Alabama, who said: 

“Mr. Speaker, I merely wish to state to 
the House that the President informs me 
that it ‘is of the utmost importance that 
action should be taken today in reference 
to his message just received. I wish to ask 
each member of the House to remain here 
until the resolution can be passed through 
the House at a later hour this afternoon.” 

The pie-biters in the House promptly 
passed the resolution and while it was un- 
der consideration in the Senate on the fol- 
lowing day the wires brought the news 
from Mexico that our soldiers had been 
landed at Yera Cruz and that fighting was 
in progress in the streets of that city. 

This opera bouffe campaign against Mex- 
ico operated more than any other one cir 
cumstance to increase the contempt and 
hatred which Mexicans entertain for the 
United States government and if—as is 
barely possible—the present advance of our 
army to pursue and punish Villa should re- 
sult in a desertion of Carranza troops 
to the Villa standard, we may thank Pres- 
dent Wilson for indirectly bringing about 
a third war with Mexico.

Aren't we the Thoughtful Things! Isn't 
it inevitable that the Sense of Proportion 
should slink around the corner when it sees 
us coming?’ And that the Attraction of 
Gravitation should pull itself up by its sus 
penders at the first sound of our approxi

footfall? 


We flop into ecstacies of Horror, Pity and 
Provender when nations the Other Side of 
the Salt get Haman—and fight, as has been 
their habit since the world began. And we 
are as no One was ever sorry before. 
And we dance and dress and write checks 
for the Sufferers by an Incident which ts 
all this War is; like mumps, measles and 
whooping cough in this youthful world. 
Embattled women are rewriting “The Song 
of the Shirt” to a rhythm that Tom Hood 
never dreamed—the purr of sewing ma- 
chines, the whizz of chatter, and “Ohs!” 
and “Ahs!" and softening eyes. And it’s 
all a beartening and worthy shift of the 
ordinary activities of our superexcitated 
Philanthropic Nerve (known to surgeons 
as the Pr@timogastric)—that live wire which 
tells the stomach to feel Squeamy when the 
eyes see blood or squalor. We are not 
more altruistic than our grandfathers— 
simply more qualmish. We don’t adopt 
orphans or old worben or cripples as they 
did—we Associcharity them, Charityball 
them, Tagday them, Pungle for them. 
Adoption is dull, grey, daily, laborious re- 
sponsibility. But we are Smarter. We 
have learned to do our charity by having 
our Fun out of it. It was an old-fashioned 
Carpenter who said: “Ye cannot serve 
God and Mammon.” But WE can, and we 
do—in the selfsame Two-Step. We can 
Tango our Tenderness for the Afflicted, and 
Bazaar our Brotherhood to Humanity. 

I'm not cynical. This is what we do— 
and it's much better than most of what we 
do. If God gets a Look-in, now and then, 
even over the shoulders of Mammon, it's 
certainly worth while. 

And not all of us are neurotic. I know 
one serene and noble woman whose own 
hands have made near 300 shirts for the 
soldiers of Europe—and not under the spot- 
light. And there are many others, to whom 
such things are Convictions, not ephemeral 
fads. I was speaking merely of our over- 
whelming average—and that's no paradox, 
for our Average goes Overwhelmingly to 
some new fad as often as our nerves get 
Strung Up.

To the historian perhaps the clearest in- 
dex of the psychological change that has 
come upou the American people in a half- 
century is this same Upsidedowning of our 
notions and practice of Altruism from the 
Personal to the Collective; from the Home- 
ly to the Swell; from the Steady to the 
Spasmodic. And the fact that our Pity 
like our Pocket nowadays thinks only in 
Five Figures. Like Gulliver, we can't see 
the millioned Lilliputs of Sorrow swarming 
over us. It needs an avalanche of Brob- 
dingnags to open our emotional eyes. (if 
this be Mixed, unmetaphor it.) 


A noiseless and invisible Bug kills more 
people every year than the dum-dums and 
„the 42-centimeters. Human filthiness puts 


more in the bucket to which her patient 
udder gives down its bounty. And so we 
murder, in this United States alone, ten 
times as many children at home as all our 
unprecedented Charity can remedy or alle- 
viate abroad. Our scores of millions of 
good round dollars, our myriad “Benefits,” 
our society and personal exacerbation and 
resoluting and sewing and orating—we beat 
the world's record in these, But these come 
only when Philanthropy is made a Noise, 
when our Emotions are tickled under their 
toes, when the individual drowsiness is 
wakened to rush forth to the tramp of the 
Meritorious Mob. It's much as such nice 
old persons as I can remember—when vot- 
ers who hadn't smelled a polling-place in 
years would ramp out and sweat half the 
night in a torchlight procession.

I wonder if anyone ever wondered if 
there would be the remotest shrinkage in 
the net receipts of any Modern Philan- 
thropy if it were an Australian Ballot—if 
the Left Hand never got authentic details 
of what the Right Hand was doing, and the 
color of the glove it wore at the time—if 
there were no photographers, Glad-for-Char- 
ity-Rags, half-tones, lists of donors and 
patronesses? 

This is not in Sneerness—as I said, it's 
better to give God a Sniff than to put the 
door against Him altogether. And unless 
God can enjoy a Joke, I don’t just guess 
how any of us would know there was such 
a thing. Certainly WE didn't invent Humor 
any more than we invented Life—nor do 
we understand it much better.

In Trust, 
UNTY TO ASSUME 


For the first time in its history Los 
Angeles county will become the 
trustee of private property and handle 
its disposition for the benefit of the 
individuals involved. The matter was 
finally decided on as to legality by 
County Counsel Hil! and approved by 
Superior Judge Reeve yesterday. 

The poor health of Mra. Mamie B. 
Sites and inability of her young son, 
Leroy Gibson, to properly handle her 
affairs makes the action necessary. 
a one-armed boy of 15 years, 
a ward of the Juvenile Court 
when his mother no longer could 


Beach. Realizing that her time on 
earth would be short, she made a 
proposition to turn over her property 
to the county, and in return receive 
care from the county not only for 
herself, but for her boy un he 
reaches his majority. 

Probation Officer Dunlap carefully 
investigated and reported to County 
Counsel Hill that Mrs. Sites has four 
lots near Belvedere, free and unen- 
cumbered, worth approximately $1000. 
It was agreed the county should take 
over this property, using it for school 
purposes or disposing of it to best 
advantage whenever it became neces- 
sary. 

Mra. Sites will go to the County 
Hospital to remain there as long as 
she lives, under the best possible care 
and treatment. Her son is to be sent 
to school until he is of age. During 
the next six years he is to be taught 
a trade or profession which will en- 
able him to support himeelf, despite 
his physical disability. He is to re- 
ceive not only his education, but his 
board, clothing and other necessities, 
until he arrives at his majority. 

At that time, according to the 
agreement, he is to recefve any resi- 
due which may remain from the smal] 
estate intrusted to the county. The 
actual work of the trusteeship on the 
part of the county is to be looked 
after by the probation department, 
according to present plans.

U know well enough by this 
time, surely, what embroiderers 
have been calling fudge aprons 
the slip-over apron of a length of 
crash or toweling which is gathered 


inte a belt in back and held in de 


the delt in front. The fret fudge 
or chafing-dish aprons, as they are 
sometimes called, were made with «4 
round hole eut out of the apron for 
the neck. Thie hole was hemmed 
and either feather-stitched or finish- 
ed with blanket stiteh or French 
knots. Now there is an easter way of 
allowing for the head opening. It 
ie merely to elit the goods both up 
and down and sideways for the same 
distance as the diameter of the 
original circle would have required. 
The goods is then turned back in 
two reverse back and front, and the 
revers are faced with the crash or 
hemmed. The straight edges are eas 
ler to manage than the round open- 
ing, and they make a decorative touch 
as well, éspecially when each rever 
ie treated to a small motif from the 
embroidery design of the apron.

“The details of fertilizing are not agreeable,” wrote 
Charles Dudley Warner. “It is much pleasanter to 
fertilize with a pen, as the agricultural writers do.” 
Forgiving the slur, even we of the agricultural writing 
craft must admit that Mr. Warner was right. Yet you 
cannot have a garden unless you feed it, and 
there is nothing in the world like barnyard manure to 
make things grow. Put on all you think 
plot ought to have and then give it another load for 

measure. If barnyard manure is not to be had, 

y pulverized sheep manure at the seed store. It is 
really easier to handle and almost as good. Under 
some conditions it may be better to use less manure 
and supplement it with commercial fertilizers; in 
which event it is best to ask for a ready-mixed garden 
brand. Some bone meal should be kept on hand for 
the flower garden and the lawn and it is well to have a 
few pounds of nitrate of soda to apply after the crops 
have started.
